A salvo 
Ofarttttorjr announced the administra- 
tion of th* oath, and that was about all 
.that Washington contributed to fche 
celebration. 
There were many apd excellent rea- 


sons for this moderation on the part of 
the national capital and Its Inhabitants. 
It was a straggling country village half 
burled In mud, and its citisens were as 
transient as they could manage. The 
election had been so clone that con- 
greas had been arbiter. A feeling of 
unreat 
and dissatisfaction prevailed, 


and Mr. Adams' adherents were in no 
mood for participation in the induction 
of their political enemy. More than all, 
Mr. Jefferson was a man of simple 
tastes, and the absence of public dem- 
onstration was precisely to his liking. 
That this was the case is proved by the 
fact that at his second Inauguration 
there was no celebration whatever at 
the capital. In the other cities of the 
country, however, both inaugurations 
were made occasions of much jubila- 
tion. In Philadelphia, where John Ad- 
ams had been inaugurated, and in New 
York, where "Washington had first tak- 
en the oath of office, there was general 


ene« hall at Philadelphia, the „ 
Ings were even more ceremonious, 
Washington went to the bail in a splen 
did coach drawn by six snow white 
horse* and accompanied by a proces- 
sion the like of which had never before 
passed over the cobblestones of the 
Quaker City. The president was at- 
tired in a costume of groat richness, 
made up of black velvet, lace and dia- 
mond studded buckles. 


John Adams had been a witness to 


all the splendor which characterised 
the two inaugurations preceding his 
own. 
He was vice president during 


both terms and with Thoman Jefferson 
and Alexander Hamilton had been an 
interested observer of the almost royal 
honor* that had been conferred on the 
first president. Whfe.n his turn came he 
did not object to a continuance of the 
elaborate ceremonial of Inauguration. 
He came to Philadelphia from his honie 
at Bralntree, Mass.. and was conducted, 
to Independence Mall with all the honor 
due the ruler of a. great country. Both 
Washington and Jefferson were pres- 
ent, and it is recorded that, while Mr. 
Adams did not object to the attentions 
which were showered on Washington, 


regret the absence of the simplicity 
which had relffnvd at the White House 
during the past eight years. The dawn 
of Inauguration day was ushered in by 
roars of artillery, and'immense crowds 
filled the streets. The day was per- 
fect. The procession was a gorgeous 
affair. The new president was driven 
from his elegant residence at Vermont 
avenue arid H street to the capitol un- 
der the escort of a troop of cavalry. 
American industries had progressed so 
far that Mr. Madison wore a suit of 
clothes made entirely from American 
wool. At the capitol the new Incum- 
bent was received by Mr. Jefferson and 
congress and all the national dignita- 
ries. Mr. Madison delivered his inau- 
gural before taking the oath, which was 
a new departure. After the ceremony a 
great reception was held at the Madi- 
son residence, and In the evening the 
most pretentious ball ever held in 
America was given at Long's hotel. 
Mr. Madison's second inauguration was 
even more brilliantly celebrated. 


James Monroe had been secretary of 


state in Madison's cabinet and had been 
a. witness of the almost regal festivi- 
ties which had ushered in both terms, 
i 


Monroe's second Inauguration day f«d 
on Sunday, and It was celebrated on 
March 5. Chief Justice Marshall ad- 
ministered the oath on the public plat-' 
form and stood beside the president 
while the Inaugural was being deliv- 
ered. The day was cokl and stormy^ 
and the vast throngs of spectators shiv- 
ered, but were enthusiastic. It was the 
first appearance on such an occasion of 
the Marine band, which has been a 
marked feature of all subsequent inau- 
gurations. 


k Jphn Quincy Adams had lived at the 
court of France during his youth and 
was accustomed to public display. For 
several years also he had lived in 
Washington and had been present at 
several inaugurations. lie had aeen 
his father inducted into office, and the 
venerable ex-president was on hand to 
witness the triumph of his brilliant son. 
It had not been a peaceful campaign. 
Political bitterness had prevailed to ari 
extent previously unknown. Like Jef- 
ferson, Mr. Adams had secured the 
prise only by the narrowest margin. 
He was the second' president to be 
elected by congress. The exercises of 


&F 
rm 
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Never befon had 
such a throng. Daniel Webster do* 
eiared afterward that K iosssM as st 
th* entire nation had ruahed to th* 
capital. There was'no ball. In tho 
evening- General Jackson and * DMT

Washington was Inducted Into office 


in the federal building In New York, at 
.hat time the home of tb« congress. 
The president elect was driven to the 
congressional hall from his lodging In 
Cherry street, then the city's most se- 
ect quarter, in a splc.ndid coach sur- 
•ounded by mounted guards and fol- 
owed by the.imposing equipages of all 
.he well to do citlaens of the town. 
When the oath was administered by 
Chancellor Livingston a signal was 
riven to the vast crowd without, and 
he jollification began and continued 
until well into the following day. At 
ils second Inauguration, in Independ- 


he felt embarrassed at the enthusiasm 
called forth by the presence of Mr. Jef- 
ferson. It did not seem to htm exactly 
proper that the latter, who was then 
only vice president, should be so prom- 
inent. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Jefferson's in- 


clination to dispense with all unneces- 
sary ceremony in public state functions, 
he did not succeed in establishing a 
precedent. His immediate successor, 
James Madison, who was a fellow Vir- 
ginian and shared the political views of 
the great statesman, was not at one 
with him in his aversion for public dis- 
play. Madison's inauguration was the 
first notable civic demonstration in the 
new national capital, and Mr. Madison 
and his charming wife did not- seem to 


Mr. Monroe introduced the custom of 
delivering the Inaugural from a plat- 
form in front of the capitol. The pro- 
cession which escorted him and the vice 
president elect, David D. Tompklns, 
was made up of delegations of civil and 
military organizations from all parts of 
the country. Washington was begin- 
ning' to be an attractive spot for vis- 
itors, and the «ity was filled with stran- 
gers. The retiring president attended 
the ceremonies at the capitol, but took 
no part in the other details. Among 
the distinguished persona present were 
John Quincy Adams, the new secretary 
of state; John C. Calhoun, and William 
Wirt The inauguration ball, now an 
established feature of the occasion, was 
an affair of great social importance. 


The retiring 


president, accompanied by his cabinet 
and many distinguished public men, 
was driven to the residence of the new 
chief magistrate, and the oath of office 
was administered by Chief Justice Mar- 
shall. Immediately afterward the dig- 
nitaries joined the great procession 
which had formed outside, and all pro- 
ceeded to the capitol. Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Monroe, wearing plain black suits 
of American manufacture, sat side by 
side in an open carriage. The new 
president delivered his fine address 
from the outdoor platform, and at its 
close the stately chief justice handed 
him a volume of the laws, from which 
Mr. Adams read, the oath in a distinct 
voice. Among those who offered public 
congratulations was the defeated can- 
didate, General Jackson. The White 
House had been burned by the British, 
and Mr. Adams lived in his own resi- 
dence until the new official dwelling 
was habitable. The . inauguration ball 
was a brilliant affair and was notable 
for the number of celebrities present. 
Among them were the Adamses, the 
Jacksons, the Calhouns and the Clays. 


General Jackson's inauguration was 


held under peculiar conditions. 
Al- 


though the bluff warrior was the popu- 
lar idol and had been elected with the 
•wildest enthusiasm, Mr. Adams*nd his 
friends were so bitter against him that 
they decided to take no part in the in- 
auguration. The general rode alone in 
a carriage from his hotel to the senate 
chamber, where he opened the proceed- 
ings with an address to a body of old 
veterans which had volunteered to be 
his sponsors. This was entirely uncon- 
ventional and excited much comment at 
the time. General Jackson then pro- 
ceeded to the platform over the east 
portico and took the manuscript of his 
inaugural from his coat pocket arid 
read it. This was also an innovation. 
Then Chief Justice Marshall adminis- 
tered the oath, and a roar of cannon 
announced the completion of the cere- 
mony. The enthusiastic multitude fol- 
lowed the president to the White House. I 


riage for the occasion. 
There were 


60,000 persons in the procession. The 
whole city gave itself up to the cele- 
bration. Three balls were given,' and 
the aged president attended them all 
and took part in the dancing-. It la be- 
lieved that the fatigue and exposure toy- 
which the general was subjected caused 
his death, which occurred only a month 
later. John Tyler, the vice president, 
succeeded, but under the. circumstances 
his inauguration was private. His In- 
augural address -was given to the pub- 
lic ijn the columns of a newspaper. 


James K. Polk had a remarkable pub- 


lic demonstration. On his way'to'.the • 
White House he was obliged to take 
an indirect route in order to avoid the 
press of the multitude. General Soott 
was a prominent figure in the proces- 
sion. Two balis were given. Zachary, 
Taylor, hero of the war with Mexloo, 
was. accorded a grand public induction 
into office. 
After the official ceremo- 


nies he held a reception at the execu- 
tive mansion. He lived only about a 
year to enjoy his new dignity arid was 
succeeded by Millard Fillmore, whose 
Inauguration was necessarily private. 
Franklin Pierce went into office With' 
the inspiration of a great public cele- 
bration. The platform on the east por- 
tico was built entirely of New Hamp- 
shire pine in compliment to the state 
which had contributed a president. 
For the first time in several .years no 
ball was held. James Buchanan and 
Mr. Pierce went to the capitol together, 
according to the now well established 
custom. More than thirty out of town 
organizations were in the procession. 
A reception was held at the Whit* 
House, and a ball in the new city hall 
closed the eventful day. 


Abraham Lincoln's inauguration was 
a great military spectacle. The times 
were, so uncertain that some fear was 
entertained that a hostile demonstra- 
tion might be made, and unusual pre- 
cautions were taken to keep the peace. 
Regiments of cavalry surrounded the 
carriage which bore Mr. Buchanan and 
Mr. Lincoln to the capitol, and an army 
of infantry followed. The aged Chief 
Justice Taney officiated for the last 
time. There was a ball in a structure 
specially erected, but the -president did 
not attend. Mr. Lincoln's second in- 
T 
auguration was aflhost exclusively a 
military affair. The president did not 
take part in the grand parade, but he 
appeared with Mrs. Lincoln at the ball 
in the patent office. Chief Justice Chase 
administered the oath. Andrew John- 
son's induction into office was entirely 
devoid of publicity. 


Both of General Grant's inaugura- 


tions were more imposing1 than any- 
thing previously attempted. The Inau- 
gurations of Presidents Hayes and Oar- 
field were marked by nothing more no* 
ticeable than an evident lessening of 
the military features of the display and 
a corresponding increase In the 
details.,

Jap Advance Checked. 


Mukden, March 3 —Wednesday was 


marked by attacks along the whole 
front 
The lighting is becoming seri- 


ous. 
After an all-night Japanese bom- 


bardment of Poutiloff hill and Novgo- 
rod hill, involving a literal rain of 
heavy projectiles, the Japanese tnfan 
t?y advanced against the Russian 
lines from the hills and drove back 
the advance posts two miles. The ad- 
vance was unchecked until the Jap- 
anese came within 200 yards of the 
main line of trenches, when they were 
beaten off by the fire of machine guns 
and volleys of rifle fire. When they 
retired the Japanese left many dead 
and wounded. Sahapu, Shanlandzi, 
Chzantan and other positions of the 
Russian center were also subjected to 
a heavy bombardment by siege guns. 


Japanese Raid.

ment of 400 Japanese cavalry with 
one gun raided Sinmintin, about 30 
miles west of Mukden.
